J.  P.  Nields'  term  as  United  States  Attorney  for  Delaware  ex- 
pired in  February,  1916.  He  had  served  since  October.  1902. 
United  States  District  Judge  Bradford  stated  officially  in  court 
on  his  retirement:  "During  all  the  time  you  have  held  your  office 
you  have  lost  only  one  case,  and  that  a  comparatively  unimport- 
ant one.  Your  success  has  been  notable  and  I  may  say  unprece- 
dented in  this  district  and  probably  elsewhere.  You  have  always 
had  high  ideals  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  justice, 
and  have  never  prostituted  your  office.  1  have  no  recollection 
of  any  case  prosecuted  by  you  in  this  court  in  which,  according 
to  my  judgment,  you  were  not  fully  persuaded  of  the  guilt  of  the 
defendant;  and  I  have  repeatedly  known  you  to  ask  leave  of  the 
court  to  enter  a  nolle  prosequi  where  you  did  not  feel  Mire  that  the 
government  could  produce  a  measure  of  proof  which,  in  your 
judgment   as  an  honorable  man  and  a   good  citizen,   would   not 


justify  the  conviction  of  the  defendant.  I  have  always  regarded 
you  as  possessing  the  sense  of  justice  to  a  very  marked  degree; 
and  I  think  that  it  is  owing  to  your  love  of  justice,  so  thoroughly 
imbued  are  you  with  the  principle  that  right  should  prevail, 
thai  you  have  come  to  honor,  respect  and  love  your  office  u 
pertaining  so  intimately  to  the  administration  of  justice.  .  .  . 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  Bay  1  have  heard  the  statement  made,  though 
I  cannot  vouch  for  its  accuracy,  that  you  arc  the  only  man  in  the 
United  States  of  America  of  your  political  persuasion  who  now 
holds  the  office  of  United  States  Attorney.  The  fact  that  you 
remain  in  office  is  the  highesi  tribute  to  your  character  and 
efficiency."
